Draining storm water out. of the 
Felton Gables area will be a big- 
ger task than anyone first suspect- 
ed, the city council was told Tues- 
day night by City Engineer Edwin 
H. Smith. 

Smith said that surveys had 
shown grades. of old pavements 
were not sufficiently uniform to 
provide for run-off water if the 
project included mere resurfacing. 
In consultation with City Mana- 
ger C. L. Longson, Smith said, it 
had been determined that the job 
would require ripping up the old 
surfacing. and base and _installa- 
tion of new pavements through- 
out. 

This, Smith indicated, could be 
accomplished by increasing the 
assessment against property own- 
ers from ‘$6 a front foot to $6.65 
and by an advance of an addition- 
al $10,000 from the city. 

TO BE REPAID 

The latter sum, Smith said, 
could be repaid in the future from 
assessments against other proper- 
ties outside of Felton Gables 
when an area-wide drainage sys- 
tem is installed. Storm water from 
these outside areas, Smith said, 
would flow into the Felton Gables 
system and thence through a large 
outfall line to the Isabella canal, 
also a part of the present project. 

More than 60 per cent of Fel- 
ton Gables property owners sign- 
ed a petition, presented to the 
counci) last June, asking instal- 
lation of the drainage system. 
At that time the expected assess- 
ment figure was set at the $6 
figure. 

After hearing Smith’s presenta- 
tion of the problem, councilmen 
took action to start formation of 
the assessment district, but with- 
held approval of the preliminary 
plans until their next meeting. 
This was done in order to hear 
from Longson, who was absent 
this week on vacation. 

The work is not expected to be- 
gin, in any event, until after the 
coming rainy season. This had 
been previously agreed by the 
council and officers of Felton Ga- 
bles incorporated, property own- 
ers association in the area, when 
it appeared-that the project could 
not be completed before the win- 
ter rains. 


Broken Main 
Shuts Off Water 
In Wide Area 


Water service to most of the 
Willows and Nash tract areas in 
Menlo Park was cut off for half an 
hour Tuesday morning, when ex- 
cavation equipment being used in 
construction of the Bayshore-Wil- 
low traffic interchange cut the 
main, 12-inch “feeder” main from 
Belle Haven. 

The break occurred at Chester 
street and Willow road, when 
grading equipment smashed a 
large hole in the top of the pipe. 

City water department and 
street department crews repaired 
the break. 

A portion of the Willows area 
served by the Palo Alto water de- 
partment was not affected.

Hearing Monday 


Menlo Park city planners next 
Monday will proceed with hear- 
ings on whether or not to rezone 
12 acres of “retail commercial” 
property in Linfield Oaks to “pro- 
fessional-administrative” classifi- 
cation.

Planning Commission Chairman 
Guy Plaisted said he was “a liitle 
disappointed” over failure of the 
Lindsay firm to provide sketches 
which might show whether or not 
their idea of a retail development 
on the parcel was “harmonious” 
with existing uses. 

He and other commissioners 
said they felt this left the commis- 
sion with the same information it 
had eight months ago, when the 
developers were first asked to sub- 
mit plans. 

Meanwhile, it was also indicat- 
ed that the seven petitioning firms 
which are asking the rezoning 
have been at work gathering data 
designed to show that the city will 
realize larger tax benefits if the 
land is rezoned; traffic problems 
will not be enhanced to the extent 
they would be with a commercia!

WHY JOIN? 


In a recent city council meeting, the question came up: Why 


should residents of unincorporated areas adjacent to 
Park's boundaries want to annex to the city? 

There are a number of unincorporated “islands,” almost en- 
tirely surrounded by Menlo Park. Almost everyone assumes that, 
some day, these areas will become part of the city. Their present 
status is an anachronism; they are vestiges of this area’s past, left 
behind as the citv grew outward, toward the Bay and toward 
the coastal mountains. 

But why will they join the city “some day

average home in this area is assessed at some $4000. The city’s tax 


First, let's find out how much those taxes amount 
rate is 73 cents per $100 of valuation . Simple arithmetic tells us, 
therefore, that we are talking about something like $30 a vear. 
That much would pay the cost of belonging to the city. 

Now, what would be gained for that $30? 

Some of the little things were mentioned in the council meet 
ing: better police protection and street maintenance. There are 
other “little” things, such as the right to use city recreation facili- 
ties at a lower fee or the right to call the city poundmaster. 

But these are small points, rendered even smaller by prac- 
tical considerations. 

They Get It Anyway! 
Take the matter of police protection: 
These unincorporated islands enjoy the indirect protection of 


Menlo Park's outstanding police department without paying for} 


it. The city’s prowl cars circle the area, close enough to discour- 
age anyone contemplating evil deeds. If an emergency should 
arise, Menlo Park police officers will go into one of the islands 
to “stand by” until men from the county sheriff's office can reach 
the scene. 

Take the matter of street maintenance: 

The residents of these areas ride to and from their islands 
over good streets, improved and maintained by those who do pay 
city taxes. What do they care if they have to watch out for bumps 
in a “county” street for the last half block or so? Many prefer 
the bumps because they slow down traffic and add to what they 
feel is a rural atmosphere. (Of course, Menlo Park keeps plenty 
of “rural” atmosphere within its boundaries, and those who give 
that as their reason for staying out fail to convince us. )

But There Are Big Things, Too! 

Why, then, do we believe that eventually these islands will 
eliminate themselves and join with their neighbors as citizens of 
Menlo Park? 

It is because there are two things that are bigger than wood 

streets... or bad ones. 
One of these things is self-respect. 
In the council meeting, the term “freeloaders” was applied 
to residents of the unincorporated areas. We believe a term such 
as that is unreasonably harsh, because we do not believe many 
islanders are conscious of taking something for nothing. 

They don't stop to think that the police who keep their area 
safe are paid by some one else, they dout realize that the city 
streets they use are costing someone else money they forget that 
their property values are being raised and held high by the city 
control and foresight that has created an unusually desirable com- 
mumity around them. 

No, we won't apply the term “freeloaders.” but we believe 
that, if these islanders do consider these factors, they will feel that

Uniform Sales Tax to Benefit (
